ARMOURS WHEAT DEAL 



NETS 
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Prices Above $1 Easily Obtained, 
but No Effort Is Made to . 
Keach It. 

■ Armour's deal in September wheat, which 
closed yesterday with the prices at the top, 
95 cents, Bhowing a : proflt of _$1 ,800^)00,' 
was the most successful in the history of 
the board of trade. There has been; many 
others which in magnitude exceeded it, -but 
none that come anywhere near if when the 
amount of money required to bandle.it, 
arid the small quantity' of cash wheat that 
Armour had to take, is considered. 

There have been. only. 2, 100,000 bushels 
oE wheat handled, of this 1, 000,000 bushels 
were delivered yesterday, thought the shorts 
ure credited with having contracted to de- 
liver 14,000,000 more whicbthey could not 
«et. " i 

The buying Blarted in June and the low 
price was around 69 cents. The bulk of (be 
wheat Armour took at about 72 cenU. .No 
wheat was taken on at over 74 -cents, and 
ever .since the market left that point the 
Armour bouse hoi been a seller, it is esti- 
mated by. those in a position to know that 
the short interest at one time was 50,- 
000,000 bushels, or a little over three bush- 
els to every one held by Armour. 

-The top price yesterday showed an ad- 
vance ot 26 cents from the low point of the 
option and 21 cents profit from the highest 
figure at which Armour bought any wheat 
It comes from the beat authority that none 
of the wheat sold at 00 cents and above 
cost over 74 cents, and that Armous'has 
been a presistent seller for three weeka. 

Few men in (be trade have believed that 
Armour would run a deal up to the end of 
the month. . Now they admit that the 
deal practically run itself and the shorts are 
responsible for the advance, 1 despite Ar- 
mou's selling. 

A New.- York interest with a holding of 
1,000,000 bushels, bought nt 77 to .78 cents 
rind carried for months, gave Armour the 
□lost trouble. They went through a heavy 
loss and came but with a profit of. around 
15 cents, nnd the Armour managers had 
hard work to get the holders to Belt their 
wheat out at the prices ruling the past two 
dayV-SS to 95:cenls, -They wanted tosell 
wheat ut over 81, and • wOuld have, bad it 
not been for the Amour influence. .

Dog lovers 'arc discovering -with'' re-, 
gret that one of ^lio finest canluo spe- 
cies baa become almost extinct. .Th« 
Newfoundland', Is practically rio''mor» 
In this country and" in England. 

Tbe^faat-vanlshlng breed.'' ".la natlva" 
In the. Island of Newfoundland, and old 
records say'carly settlers found the In- 
dians In possession of magnificent spe- 
cimens. .It Is generally supposed,. Iio w-. 
ever, that the Newfoundland was the 
result of a cross of some English strain 
and' thonatlve dogs. , : , * 

At nny rate, this particular animal li 
celebrated Jn history ns the embodi- 
ment of courage and 'intelligence" arid 
kindness— the highest type of canine ex- 
ccllcncc. Landsccr, In his famous paint- 
lug, "The Child's Best UTJcnd," render- 
ed tho" species Immortal. . 
-In spite of this, it Is a fact that the 
valuable clog, .in Its 'original habitat, 
Is quite, extinct. And he was most 
useful there, too, In saving drowning 
persons along tho storm-swept coast, 
where shipwrecks are frequent. Never- 
theless, it Is charged that It, was 
through starvation nml neglect that 
these famous dogs died In Newfound- 
land Itself. . 

The British . government lias lately 
been obliged to purchase for the New- 
foundland life-saving station a new 
breed of dogs to take their places. These 
nre the Lconbergs, a cross between 
Newfoundlands, St. Bernards aud Pyre- 
nees wolf dog. They are tho most pow- 
erfully built dogs la the world and 
stand more than four feet high.. Those 
sent to Newfoundland the British gov- 
ernment paid from $250 to $400 apiece 
for, and some specimens have sold for 
as high as $500.

oillccra perform their duty villi the 
least possible trouble. To save the 
annoyance of transporting dead bodies, 
or vital organs, the loss of time In get-

—which ibny be plnla murders, by poi- 
son or -otherwise— ^.'report of death' 
by "snake blto" Is made. Tills' sort of 
report la very convenient and makes

In Ilenl£litotl Franco. 

Under a French law still dn force the 
communication' by a factory workman, 
clerk or manager of a trade secret to a 
foreigner, or to a-Fronehman, resident 
abroad, Unpunishable with a term of 
Imprisonment ranging from two to five 
years and wltb"a fine ranging from 
5,000 to 20,000 -francs. Tub culprit Is,- 
moreover, deprive of- his civil right* 
and kept under police surr'elllaace for 
a period of. from II vo to ten years after 
his release from prison. A similar 
communication jnado to a Frenchman 
resident In Franco Is lesslbenvlly pun- 
ished, the term of Imprisonment vary- 
ing In- this caso from three months to 
two, years and tbo tine from IB to 200 
francs. In tho caso of a State arms 
or animiiultlon factory tho maximum 
penalty muBt bo Imposed. It appears, 
further,' tliat Jn Frnnce the proprietor 
of a factory has a right; without re-. 
acryc, to tlio discoveries aad .Inven- 
tions made wltliln Ills field of work-by 
any of bis employes.— CasBler's Maga- 
zine.

Ono of the largest fires in the history 
of Stockton, Gal., .started hero shortly 
nfter G o'clock Sunday evening, in the' 
agricultural pavilion. That structure, 
tocother with all its contents, and two 
residence blocks were burned to- the 
ground, with the exception of a few 
buildings. The loss is about $500,000, 
less than-hutf insured.

Many complaints were 
heard of shipments delayed In transit, and 
In the Northwest It hns been not so much 
a question of the ability of the roads to 
provide sufficient cars as of ability to 
movo them promptly when loaded. De- 
spite the enormous expenditures for new 
rolling stock, and an Increase in motive 
power and General equipment, the roads 
lack the facilities for handling tho Im- 
mense tonnage now offered with the 
promptness desired by shippers.- 

Every thing In sight throughout the 
Northwest bespeaks, the continuance of 
present conditions, the fall distribution in 
the jobbing lines having had an early be- 
ginning, and the volume of the merchan- 
dise movement from the distributing cen- 
ters Into the country surpassing anything 
ever known nt tills time. 

Minneapolis began tho fourth week of 
September with the smallest stock of 
wheat ever recorded nt this time, an- 
other decrease during the week, of 235,- 
820 bushels, having brought the' total 
down to 1,0S3,343 bushels. Dally receipts 
were somewhat heavier and better com- 
parative showings were made, but tho 
movement must increase much more be- 
foro there will be opportunity to accumu- 
late stocks. " There Is a better flour de- 
mand, and with an adequate wheat sup- 
ply the mills will grind boarlly for aoins 
time to come. Sentiment has turned 
stronger in wheat, and the. fear of a 
heavy decline to follow any increase in 
the ■ Northwest movement has been dis- 
pelled. While the speculative market 
may dip even lower on the fluctuations 
from day to day, there is a growing feel- 
ing that tho extreme low points: have 
been seen, and that the legitimate supply 
situation warrants the maintenance of 
prlees somewhere near the present levels.

Meantime the weary Btruggio, goes on 
without any hops of settlement, writes 
a correspondent on tho ground.- Tho min- 
ers arc as determined to-day not to yield 
as at any time since the beginning of the 
labor War, Instead ot being depressed, 
they are buoyant nnd hopeful and look 
upon it merely as o matter of time when 
the operators of the collieries will bo com- 
pelled to yield. 

The funds which are rolling In ' from 
organized labor arc sufficient to. keep 
them from suffering and as Ibug as these 
contributions nre made It is nonsense to 
speak of the. miners weakening. All 
have enough" to eat, and the little garden 
patches help much in' contributing to their 
support. There Is no rent to pay. In- 
dividual own era gladly give the .miners 
time and the, companies &ave to. The 
latter- daro not evict, for no ono could 
be found to serve the process.— Beside 
tho houses would stand vacant, in case 
of eviction, if, indeed, 'they would stand 
at all. ' The probabilities ore that the 
houses would be tern down and used for 
kindling wood. 

Tbo leaders of the strikers are confi- 
dent that tfocy will win. They sny they 
can and will renin I o out all winter, if nec- 
essary. But they do not believe that 
this will bo. necessary, ■ They are con- 
vinced that when tlic cold weather comes, 
such a howl will go up from the people 
for coal that the operators will, be com- 
pelled to yield. 

The operators on their side are equally 
determined. They still hope to be able 
to starve the miners Into subjection. They 
profess to be' gaining ground among the 
miners, although this contention is fierce- 
ly assailed. One thing Is certain, that 
tbe product of their mines and culm 
banks ]s only as a drop in the bucket com- 
pared to tits public demand for fuel. 
Throe weeks ago the shortage was 28,- 
000,000 tons nnd thnt shortage la grow- 
ing greater every day.
